THE KILLING OP PERRY DRAKE, 


OF MX. ZIOS. 


The Perpetrator of the Deed In Jail- 


Coroner's Inquest—A Brother 


held as a Witness. 


In our columns on Saturday a brief 


allusion was made to Llie killing' of Mr. 
Perry Drake, of Mt. Zion, by a young 
man who had been stopping' with him 
for the past few weeks. On yesterday 
our reporter held au interview at the 
jail with a brother of thu man v.-'.m did 
the killing, and from him received the 
following statement of the rirvuiii.iijui-, 
ccs concerning the satl nil'rny which 
resulted fatally to Mr. Drake 


It seems that {William li. Buskirk, 


the young man who is clmrgi J with the 
murder, belongs in Monroe county, lucl. 
About a month ago, he and his brother 
Isaac (with whom the interview was 
had), came to' this county with the in- 
tention of obtaining wor* for the sum- 
mer with some farmer hereabouts. They 
chanced ^to fall in with Mr. Drake, with 
whom they 
made arrangements for 


board for themselves and a team they 
brought with them,until they should find 
employment for the season. On.Satur- 
urday morning a settlement was attempt- 
ed between Drake and the elder brother, 
when a disagreement arose between 
them as to the amount due the former. 
The dispute, which lasted some time, 
waxed warmer as words were multipli- 
ed, until finally, (as tokl by the younger 
brother), Mr. Drake took a "stove stick" 
and struck at Buskirk, hitting him first 
on the arm, and then on the head, the 
last blow causing him to stagger to one 
side, though he did not.fall. As soon as 
the young man recovered himself sufli- 
cicntly, he drew his revolver and fired 
at Drake, the ball Inking effect in the 
side of the latter. Drake then rushed 
upon Bnskirk, and they clenched, con- 
tinuing to struggle with each other until 
they finally got the outside door open 
and Jgot outj into the yard,', where 
they both foil to the ground. 


By this time .Mr. Drake had grown 


weak and was unable to regain his feet, 
when a boy living with him, and the 
Buskirk boys, helped him into tHc'house 
and on to the bcl, where he expired in 
about au hour from the lime the shot 
was fired.. 


Neighbors were soon apprised of what 


had happened, and gathered in, detain- 
ing the young man until an olHcer 
could bo sent for and a formal arrest 
made. Accused was then Inkcn before 
Justice Hutchison, of Mt. Zion, whore 
a preliminary examination was had, is 
the result of which the prisoner was 
ordered to he committed to jail, to await 
the action of the Grand Jury at the May 
term of the circuit court. 


On Saturday evening Coroner Aungst 


went to the scene of the killing and 
summoned a jury of inquest, which 
convened on the following morning, and 
after due inquiry, returned a verdict to 
tho elTcct that deceased came to his 
death by a pistol shot fired by the said 
William K. Busklrk. 


The young man who has thus become 


involved in n very serious idlliculty is 
only nineteen years of age, and the 
younger brother, who is with him, and 
from whom the above statement was re- 
ceived, is only seventeen. Thoy repre- 
sent that their father i? a well-to-do 
farmer, in Monroe county, Ind. Ho has 
been advised of the state of affairs, by 
telegram, and is expected here to-day or 
to-morrow. The boy, Isaac, is detained 
as a witness, and is in the custody of 
Sheriff Jennings until the fat her arrives.
